1. Dr. Benjamin Doranz, declare as follows: 

1 . 1 am President and Chief Scientific Officer of Integral Molecular, Inc., licensee of the 
above-identified patent application. 

2. Our company has made isolated virus-like particles according to the invention of the 
above-identified application comprising an enveloped virus core and heterologous multiple- 
membrane spanning proteins. The following multiple membrane proteins have been used: 
CXCR4, CCR5, CCR2b, CCR1, CCR10, CXCR3, Leutinizing hormone receptor, Mu-opioid 
receptor, Cannabinoid receptor 1, Dopamine Receptor 5, Dopamine Receptor 2, Shaker, 
Cystic Fibrosis Transmembrane, receptor, Kvl.3 ion channel, KCNQ2+KCNQ3, 5-HT3a, 
A/M2, B/M2, and hERG. 

3. Regardless of the function or sequence of the above-identified multiple membrane 
spanning proteins the proteins, alt have behaved in a similar manner and have been 
incorporated into the virus like particles successfully.
